The Gireat Explorer and Hia Fresent Need of
Aslstancs in Africs,

Many readers will no dount be intorested
in some alight details of Emin Bey, since
there has been so much talk about the Stanley
rellef expedition. It s s carious fact that so
Littie Is known of the former life of s man
who has really sccompilshed ®s0o muoch.
Former acoounts speak of Emin Bay ass
German soldler, but he was au Austrisn doo-
tor, Heyond this—and this seems still in
doubt—nothing 1 known concerning tho
man’s life unil Gordon discovered him in
the year of 1873 and made him governor gen-
eral of the Egyptian Equatorisl provinces,
Iu three years Emin Bey bad swept the
slave trade out of these provinces, and bhad so
manipulated the revenuss that from an sonusl
deficlt of £35,000 he mounted ‘them to an

sonual surplus of £5,000. He
taught the natives the oultivation of ootton,
rios, Indigo, coffes and numerous olher articles
and instructed them in the mrt of weaving,
sod bow to make shoes, sia, He manufeo-
tured soap, eslablished hoapitals and Intro-
dooced vacolnating. 1o ahort, he was revola.
tionitlog and gradually olvilising the prov.
tooss when the war of the Soudan broks oul
, 1t may be possible that this scoount is some-

much amongthe nativetribes. He entered the
Egvptian army aod led part of the khedive's
troops, In the war with Ei Mahdl His per-
ticular province, just morth of the Albert
Nyauza, a truct of about two hundred miles
length and oue hundred aod ANy widib, con-
taning between one and two milllons of 1.
